With all that was clipped and pre served, all that was obtained outside of normal 
channels, the FBI's interest in the crime was so great it did not keep the local papers 
and their longer stories by those who knew the local scene. Editorials praising the FBI 
are translated in duplicate from a Puerto Rican paper but there is nothing from the 
enphis papers. Not even the pictures they published, prime evidence. These are un- 
doubtedly in the local FBI office but they are not in the Headquarters file.
